PURIFICATION OF CASE? . 


One of the interesting Wa y s by Which 


S c ie n c e A id s I n d us t r y . 
I n the course of a lecture delivered 
b efore the Knglisli Institntion of ( hv- 
il Knginecring, say s 
tlie 
Sclentitic 
American, Dr. F. ii. Vfcdding 
de­ 
scrib es the puriiicalioii 
of 
noxious 
gases at the K otterb ach iron niiiics in 
upper Bolieniia. 
The ores ob taiiuHi 
in this locality are richly 
impreg­ 
nated with carb onates, and they are 
roasted b efore their convey ance to 
the b last furnaces, for the purpose of 
lib erating the carb onic ac id. 
By this 
means, an economy approaching 33 
per cent, is eifected in the cost of 
freightage. This district, in addition 
to b eing a rich iron m ining center, 
is also a ])rolitab le agricultural coun­ 
try . 
In fact, is quite as im portant 
as the iron mining. It was discovered 
that the driving otf of the sulpliurons 
and mercurial 
vapoi's 
during 
the 
roasting was detrim ental to the wel­ 
fare of l)oth the animal and vegetab le 
life in the vicinity . 
An attem pt was 
thereupon made for the purpose of 
purify ing the noxious fumes b efore 
their dissolution in the atmosphere, 
and a condensing plant was installed. 
Two timb er towers, each three stories 
high, have b een erected. 
The floors 
of the b uildings are thickly set with 
b locks of limestone. 
A t the siiinmit 
of each tower is placed a large tank of 
water, from which a steady spray , 
equal in area to the whole surface of 
the floor, is constantly running. The 
gases upon their exodus from the ores 
in the roasting process are convey ed to 
the b ottom of the first 
tower, 
and 
ascend against the stream of water 
through the floors to the top of the 
b uilding, the cool spray deprives the 
gases of their mercury 
and 
c8m- 
pounds, and arsenic 
and antimony 
compounds, also a portion of the sul­ 
phur oxides. 
T hat part of tlie sul­ 
phur oxide whicli is not freed from 
the gases b y the water displaces the 
carb on dioxide of the limestone, form ­ 
ing sulphites and sulphates of lime. 
T he gases in their semi-purified con­ 
dition are convey ed from the top of 
the first tower to the b ottom of the 
second structure, and the process is 


r e p e a t e d , after which they escape into 
the air, and have b een found in this

PURIFICATION OF GASES* 


One of the Inter esting Ways by Which 
Science Aids Industr y. 
In the course of a lecture deliv ered 
before the English Institution of Civ­ 
il Engineering, say s the Scientific 
American, Dr. 0. II. Wedding de­ 
scribes the p urification of nox ious 
gases at the Kotterbach iron mines in 
up p er Bohemia. 
The ores obtained 
in this locality are richly 
imp reg­ 
nated with carbonates, and they are 
roasted before their conv ey ance to 
the blast furnaces, for the p urp ose of 
liberating the carbonic acid. By this 
means, an economy ap p roaching 33 
p er cent, is effected in the cost of 
freightage. This district, in addition 
to being a rich iron mining center, 
is also a p rofitable agricultural coun­ 
try . 
In fact, is quite as imp ortant 
as the iron mining. It was discovered 
that the driv ing off of the sulp hurous 
and mercurial 
v ap ors during the 
roasting was detrimental to the wel­ 
fare of both the animal and v egetable 
life in the v icinity . An attemp t was 
thereup on made for the p urp ose of 
p urify ing the nox ious fumes before 
their dissolution in the atmosp here, 
and a condensing p lant was installed. 
Two timber towers, each three stories 
high, hav e been erected. 
The floors 
of the buildings are thickly set with 
blocks of limestone. At the summit 
of each tower is p laced a large tank of 
water, from which a steady sp ray , 
equal in area to the whole surface of 
the floor, is constantly running. The 
gases up on their ex odus from the ores 
in the roasting p rocess are convey ed to 
the bottom of the first tower, and 
ascend against the stream of water

THE RIFLE INFRASCOPE. 


Will Enable the Soldier to Shoot “ 
Round 
the Ccmer .” 
Recently Mr. William Youlton, an 
Englishman, p atented an inv ention 
deviced for enabling a soldier in time 
of war to shoot at the enemy “round 
the corner” as it were. This infra- 
scop e, say s the St. James Gnzette; 
consists of a square metal tube about 
12 inches by one inch, in which are 
set two small mirrors inclined at an 
angle of 45 degrees, has been t x ten- 
sively used in the South African cam­ 
p aign, and h?\* lx < n the meai s of ac­ 
quiring v rlaaSie information as 
to 
the enemy 's p osition without endan­ 
gering tlie life of the user. One end 
of the instrument is ex p osed from be­ 
hind the cover, and the image which 
the ex p osed mirror receives is reflect­ 
ed on to the second mirror, thereby 
enabling the user to see all that is 
going on in front of him without ex ­ 
p osing any p art of his body . But the 
inv entor has gone further than this 
6imp le form of the infrascop e. 
He 
has adap ted the instrument to the 
sighting of a rifle, and in such an ef­ 
fectiv e way that it is now p ossible to 
take accurate aim and to fire over the 
edge of a wall or trench without any 
p art of the body being visible to the 
enemy . To accomp lish this, it is nec­ 
essary to attach a temp orary stock to 
the rifle which forms a new butt for 
the shoulder, bringing the original 
butt to the level of the head. The in­ 
frascop e itself is attached to the rifle 
just behind the back sight, and the in­ 
strument is so arranged that the sight 
line is reflected to the new level of 
the ey e when the p ortable stock is at­ 
tached. 
The whole ap p aratus is ex ­ 
tremely simp le and p ortable, and no 
less an authority than Col. Loeky er 
has p ronounced an op inion favorable 
to it, and the rifle infraseop e may be 
ex p ected to figure largely in future 
warfare.

BIGGEST 0 ? HOP FIELDS. 


Is in Alameda County, Cal., and Contains 
368 Acr es. 
During the p eriod of about four 
weeks from the 5th of Sep tember to 
the early p art of October all the way 
from 15,000 to 30,000 men, women 
and children are busily engaged from 
sunrise till sunset p icking the blos­ 
soms from the great hop fields of 
California. 
In Sonoma, Sacramento, 
Mendocino, Alameda, Yolo, ^ uba 
and San Joaquin counties hop s are 
ex tensively and successfully grown. 
The p lantations of the state com­ 
bined would form one enormous area 
of 7,500 acres, a far-reaching ex p anse 
of valley land, nearly 12 miles square 
and containing more than 9 ,000,000 
hop vines, y ielding in a favorable sea­ 
son almost $2,000,000 worth of dried 
hop s. 
It is not generally known, say s the 
San Francisco Chronicle, but the 
largest hop y ards in the world are in 
California, along the Sacramento. 
Russian and ‘Feather rivers, and the 
very biggest hop field on earth is at 
Pleasanton,in Alameda county , whrrt 
there are 368 acres, with more than 
445,000 vines under one wire. 
As the p icking must all be done by 
hand and within the short 
season 
when the blossoms are at their best, 
an army of p eop le has to he suddenly 
mustered for the harv est. The mild 
climatic conditions that fav or the de­ 
v elop ment of the hop and the p eas­ 
ant inland valley s where it is grown 
combine to make hop p icking some­ 
thing of a summer time delight, for 
the work is neither difficult nor ar­ 
duous and the p ay is fair. 
There are but two drawbacks to 
hop p icking. 
One is so-called hop 
p oisoning, which is simp ly a sort ot 
p rickly heat or rash sometimes p ro­ 
duced by contact of face and arms 
with the nettle-like fuzz on the stalks 
of the hop vine. It does not affect all 
p ickers. The other is the dark stain­ 
ing o f the hands resulting from the 
resin o f the blossom. It may be re­ 
mo v ed by rubbing with the crushed 
green leav es o f the hop .

When the ambassador's au­ 
dience is o\ or, he waits to he dismissed 
hy the sovereign.

three paces, bows a third time, turns 
on his heels and walks to the folding 
doors. 
But it is felt that more polite 
methods should 
obtain when the 
reigning sovereign js a woman. 
To 
turn his back is to be discourteous, to 
walk backwards is to resign a privi­ 
lege: the ambassador retires sideway s, 
like a crab; he keeps one ey e on the 
sovereign, and with the other tries to 
seethedoor. He thus shows politeness 
to the sovereign, and at the same time 
retains one of the privileges. As the 
ambassador is usually an aged gentle­ 
man, often shortsighted, he some­ 
times fails to reach the door, 
ar.d 
comes into collision with the 
wall. 
Another privilege of ambassadors is 
the right of being ushered into the 
roy al presence through folding doors, 
both of which must lie flung wide 
open. 
No one except an ambassador 
can claim this privih ge; the most any 
nonambassadorial person can expect 
is that one of the 
leaves shali 
be 
opened to him. 
The reason for this 
privilege is not known. 
There are 
certain irreverent 
suggestions that 
have been made; but. we prefer to be 
silent with regard to them. A notiur 
privilege, capable of causing gn at in­ 
convenience, is the ambassador’s right 
of admission to the sovereign at any 
hour of day or night. Thus, the min­ 
ister representing some little bank­ 
rupt state could go down to Windsor 
and demand an 
audience at 
f<*ur 
o’clock in the morning. 
The audi­ 
ence would have 
to 
be 
granted, 
though it could be delay ed by the ex­ 
ercise 
of 
ingenuity .— Chambers*

sects Are Curiously Affected. 


Some interesting experiments on 
he effect of the lloentgen rays on 
he lower animals have recently been 
naele. 
A box was made half of wood 
nd half of sheet lead. In the wooden 
,alf a number of larvae oi llies, bees, 
teetles and other insects was placed 
¡nd the box was llien put in llie lie Id 
,{ the X rays. 
The insect colony at once became 
ri;. ally excited, and after crawling to 
¡n d fro . fin ally emig rated, to a wo rm, 
o the leaden half of the box, where 
he ravs could not penetrate. 
The* experiment w a s repeated, says 
ihe New York Journal, many times, 
m d always with the same result. 
A similar experiment was tried 
with the blind larvae of a 
certain 
beetle. A number of them was placed 
in an open cigar box, which also con­ 
tained a metal box with an opening. 
No sooner were the rays turned on 
than the insects showed signs of dis­ 
tress. 
Their uneasiness increased, 
and in a little while they all sought 
refuge in the metal box. The X rays, 
it should lie remembered, easily pene­ 
trate. wood and most other substances, 
but < an not pass through metal unless 
it- is in very thin plate.

this inscription is genuine, we un­ 
doubtedly hav e the burial place of a 
portion of the remains of Buddha, 
and the bones found in the v ases must 
hav e been tak en from the funeral pyre 
at their incineration of his remains. 
The w'riting points to a more remote 
age than that of the pillars.—Scien­ 
tific American.
